IN ACTION TAKEN DEC. 16, THE GA DEPLORED ISRAELI MEAURES IN 
OCCUPIED ARAB TERRITORIES, CALLED ON CHILEAN AUTHORITIES TO 
RESOTRE HUMAN RIGHTS WITHOUT DELAY, ACTED ON, AMONG OTHER 
THINGS, ECONOMIC COOPERATION, FOOD, SPECIAL FUND; ELECTED 
MEMBERS TO THE UNEP GOVERNING COUNCIL AND TO SPECIAL FUND 
BOARD OF GOVERNORS; AND HEARD FOUR MORE STATEMENTS ON 
DECOLONIZATION AND RIGHTS OF REPLY. TRINIDAD AND TOBAGO 
INTRODUCED THREEE DRAFT RESOLUTIONS, ONE OF WHICH WOULD CALL FOR 
CONVENING AN INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE IN SUPPORT OF THE PEOPLES OF 
ZIMBABWE AND NAMIBIA, TO BE HELD IN MAPUTO IN APRIL/MAY 1977. 

THE FOLLOWING WERE ELECTED TO THE GOVERNING COUNCIL OF THE UN 
ENVIRONMENT PROGRAM: CHAD, GHANA, IVORY COAST, SENEGAL, 

TANZANIA, BANGLADESH, CHINA, INDONESIA, PHILIPPINES, SYRIA, 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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BULGARIA, YUGOSLAVIA, ARGENTINA, GUATEMALA, JAMAICA, CANADA, 
FRANCE, SPAIN AND NORWAY. 

THE FOLLOWING 1 1 MEMBERS WERE ELECTED TO THE BOARD OF GOVERNORS 
OF THE UN SPECIAL FUND (ONE REMAINING MEMBER TO BE DESIGNATED 
BY THE WESTERN EUROPEAN AND OTHER STATES GROUP): 

MADAGASCAR, MALL CAMEROON, FIJI, IRAN, SYRIA, YUGOSLAVIA, 

ECUADOR, GRENADA, THE NETHERLANDS AND THE UK. ECOSOC 
WAS AUTHORIZED AT ITS ORGAINIZATIONAL SESSION IN 1977 TO 
ELECT THE ADDITIONAL MEMBER FROM AMONG THE WESTERN EUROPEAN 
AND OTHER STATES.

-DECOLONIZATION 

AS THE GA RESUMED DEBATE ON DECOLONIZATION DEC. 16, 

ABDULAH (TRINIDAD AND TOBAGO) INTRODUCED THE FOLLOWING DRAFT 
RESOLUTIONS: 1) PROPOSING THE CONVENING OF AN INTERNATIONAL 
CONFERENCE IN SUPPORT OF THE PEOPLES OF ZIMBABWE AND NAMIBIA 
IN MAPUTO IN APRIL/MAY 1977 (A/31/L.31); 2) REAFFIRMING GA'S 
RECOGNITION OF THE LEGITIMACY OF STRUGGLE OF PEOPLES UNDER 
COLONIAL AND ALIEN DOMINATION TO EXERCISE THEIR RIGHT TO 
SELF-DETERMINATION AND INDEPENDENCE "BY ALL THE NECESSARY 
MEANS AT THEIR DISPOSAL" (L.29); AND 3) CALLING FOR CON- 
TINUATION OF THE ACTIVITIES OF THE UN IN THE DISSEMINATION OF 
INFORMATION ON DECOLONIZATION (L.30). HE SAID THAT THE 
INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY’S REJECTION OF THE TURNHALLE TALKS 
AND THE HALTING PROGRESS OF THE GENEVA CONFERENCE ON RHODESIA 
BROUGHT INTO FOCUS THE NEED FOR ACTION TO REMOVE THE LAST 
VESTIGES OF COLONIALISM IN THE AREA. 

POLISH REP NICINSKI CALLED FOR INTENSIFIED PRESSURE AND SAID 
THE SMITH REGIME SHOULD NOT BE ALLOWED TO EXPLOIT THE GENEVA 
CONFERENCE. HE MENTIONED CONTINUED ECONOMIC AND MILITARY 
COLLABORATION OF CERTAIN NATO MEMBERS, AND HE HOPED THE SC 
WOULD SOON TAKE EFFECTIVE MEASURES AGAINST THE PRETORIA AND 
SALISBURY REGIMES ALONG THE LINES OF THE LATEST COMITE 4 
RECOMMENDATIONS. PAKISTANI REP NARU ENDORSED THE COMITE OF 24 
RECOMMENDATIONS AND SAID THE GENEVA NEGOTIATIONS WERE OF 
PARAMOUNT IMPORTANCE FOR WORLD PEACE AND SECURITY BUT THE 
WORLD COMMUNITY MUST REMAIN ALERT TO TAKE ACTION TO DEFEAT 
ANY ATTEMPT TO DELAY THE TRANSFER OF POWER. 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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CUBAN PERMREP ALARCON, FOLLOWING EXTENSIVE REMARKS ON SOUTH 
AFRICA AND DECOLONIZATION IN GENERAL, CITED THE STATEMENT 
BY THE COMITE OF 24 CHAIRMAN ON PUERTO RICO AS A POSITIVE 
DEVELOPMENT AND PARAPHRASED THAT STATEMENT. HE SAID THAT 
ALTHOUGH THE IMPERIALIST PRESS HAD TRIED TO INTERPRET 
THE STATEMENT AS A DEFEAT FOR THOSE WHO SUPPORT THE STRUGGLE 
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OF THE PEOPLE OF PUERTO RICO, JUST THE OPPOSITE IS TRUE. 

ALARCON THEN TURNED TO THE TRUST TERRITORY. HE SAID THAT THE 
US HAS DECIDED TO REPRODUCE IN THE NORTHERN MARIANAS 
THE COLONIAL STRUCTURE OF PUERTO RICO. HE BRIEFLY CITED HOUSE 
AND SENATE APPROVAL OF THE NORTHERN MARIANAS COMPACT AND SAID 
THAT THE SIGNATURE OF THE CONGRESSIONAL BILL CANNOT BE ALLOWED 
TO SEAL THE DOOM OF THE PEOPLE OF THE NORTHERN MARIANAS. 
ALARCON DESCRIBED THE ATTITUDE OF THE US CONCERNING THE 
TRUST TERRITORY AS TYPICAL OF A COLONIALIST POLICY. 

HE SAID THE US HAD VIOLATED THE CHARTER, IMPOSED COLONIAL 
DOMINATION, PLUNDERED THE NATURAL RESOURCES OF THE TRUST 
TERRITORY, KEPT THE PEOPLE IN A STATE OF POVERTY. HE SAID 
THAT THE US WAS NOT INTERESTED IN THE WELFARE OF THE PEOPLE 
OF THE TRUST TERRITORY. ALARCON CONCLUDED THAT THE CONDUCT 
OF THE TRUSTEESHIP COUNCIL REGARDING THE TRUST TERRITORY 
WAS UNACCEPTABLE AND THAT THE COMITE OF 24 SHOULD GO 
INTO THE QUESTION IN DEPTH. 
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UNDIGEST 

RIGHTS OF REPLY-- 

SOMALIA (HASSEN) DISAGREED WITH THE FRENCH STATEMENT THAT 
THE DEBATE ON FRENCH SOMALILAND HAD BEEN TO OBTAIN A 
RENUNCIATION OF CLAIMS OVER THE TERRITORY BY THE TWO 
NEIGHBORING STATES. SOMALIA REJECTED ANY SUGGESTION 
THAT THE QUESTION WAS AN ISSUE BETWEEN TWO NEIGHBORING STATES. 
SOMALIA, HE SAID. WOULD RECOGNIZE THE INDEPENDENCE, SOVEREIGNTY 
AND TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY OF FRENCH SOMALILAND IN CONFORMITY 
WITH THE CHARTER. A FUTURE INDEPENDENT FRENCH SOMALILAND 
WAS CAPABLE OF LOOKING AFTER ITS OWN INTERESTS, AND NO ONE 
SHOULD HAVE A MANDATED RIGHT TO BE A GUARANTOR OF THOSE 
PEOPLES' RITHTS. ETHIOPIA TRIED TO GIVE THE RESOLUTION 
AN INTERPRETATION IT COULD NOT REASONABLY HAVE; ITS ONLY 
OBJECTIVE WAS DECOLONIZATION OF FRENCH SOM ALT! .AND. 

ETHIOPIA (IBRAHIM) DISMISSED THE SOMALI STATEMENT AS 
"IRRELEVANT AND SUPERFLOUOUS". HE RECALLED THE FORMAL 
RESERVATION SOMALIA MADE AT THE 30TH GA WHEN RES 3480 
(XXX) WAS ADOPTED, I.E., ON CALL ON ALL STATES TO RENOUNCE 
ANY CLAIMS TO THE TERRITORY. ALSO, AT THE 27TH 
EXTRAORDINARY SESSION OF THE OAU LIBERATION COMITE, SOMALIA 
MADE FORMAL RESERVATION WHEN THAT ORGAN DECLARED THAT "THE 
OAU MEMBER STATES, IN PARTICULAR ETHIOPIA AND SOMALIA, HAVE 
COMMITTED THEMSELVES TO GUARANTEE AND RESPECT THE INDEPENDENCE 
AND TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY OF THE SO-CALLED FRENCH SOMALILAND 
(DJIBOUTI)...”. SOMALIA MUST ANSWER THE QUESTION: 

DID IT HAVE A TERRITORIAL CLAIM TO DJIBOUTI? IF NOT, 

WHY DID IT MAKE A RESERVATION? AS LONG AS SOMALIA DID NOT 
PROVIDE AN UNEQUIVOCAL ANSWER, THE ONLY CONCLUSION WAS THAT 
IT CONTINUED TO MAINTAIN ITS TERRITORIAL CLAIM. 
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THE SOMALI REP REPLIED THAT HE SAW NOTHING NEW IN THE 
ETHIOPIAN STATEMENT. SOMALIA, HE SAID, "RESPECTS AND HONORS 
THE INDEPENDENCE, SOVEREIGNTY AND TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY OF 
THE FUTURE STATE OF FRENCH SOMALILAND". (DECOLONIZATION 
PORTION REPEATED INFO ADDIS ABABA, LONDON, MOGADISCIO, PRETORIA, 
HICOMTERPACIS, DEPT PASS OMSN AND DOTA, HICOM TO STATUS LNO) 

2. CREDENTIALS COMMITTEE-CONCLUDES WORK 

THE COMITE DEC. 16 APPROVED THE CREDENTIALS OF ALL 
MEMBER STATES WHICH HAD SUBMITTED THEIR CREDENTIALS SINCE THE 
COMITE'S NOV. 2 MEETING, AND ADOPTED WITHOUT OBJECTION A DRAFT 
RESOLUTION UNDER WHICH THE GA WOULD APPROVE THE COMITE S 
REPORT. IT WAS AGREED THAT, IN VIEW OF THE LATE ENTRY INTO 
THE UN OF SAMOA, ITS DELEGATION WOULD TAKE PART IN THE WORK 
OF THE GA ON A PROVISIONAL BASIS. UN LEGAL COUNSEL SUY REPORTED 
THAT FOUR MEMBER STATES HAD NOT SUBMITTED THEIR CREDENTIALS. 
HIS OFFICE HAD BEEN IN TOUCH WITH THE PERMANENT MISSIONS 
CONCERNED AND HAD BEEN ASSURED THAT CREDENTIALS WOULD BE 
FORTHCOMING FROM THE RESPECTIVE CAPITALS, HE SAID. 

3. COMMITTEE 5-UNCTAD, UNEF/UNDOF, PENSIONS, ACCOMMODATIONS 

THE COMITE DEC. 15 APPROVED $1,977,900 IN SUPPLEMENTARY 
APPROPRIATIONS FOR UNCTAD, STEMMING FROM THE FOURTH SESSION 
IN NAIROBI. SOME OF THE UNCTAD POSTS CUT BY ACABQ WERE 
RESTORED, ON A PROPOSAL BY SRI LANKA, BY VOTE OF 66-17 (US, 

EE’S, SOME WEO'S)-7. BY CONSENSUS, $797,500 WAS APPROVED FOR 
1976/77 PROGRAM BUDGET TO IMPLEMENT ECOSOC DECISIONS IN 
1976. UNEF/UNDOF FINANCING WAS DISCUSSED, AND DEBATE 
BEGUN ON PROPOSALS FOR A NEW SYSTEM FOR ADJUSTING PENSIONS 
PAID TO FORMER UN STAFF MEMBERS TO COMPENSATE FOR DIFFERENCES 
IN PURCHASING POWER IN VARIOUS COUNTRIES AS WELL AS FOR 
CHANGES IN COST OF LIVING AND IN CURRENCY EXCHANGE RATES. 
WITHOUT DISCUSSION THE COMITE ADOPTED BY CONSENSUS SYG’S 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AND ACABQ REPORTS ON UN ACCOMMODATIONS IN ADDIS ABABA, 
BANGKOK, SANTIAGO, NAIROBI AND THE PALAIS DES NATIONS. 

IN DISCUSSION OF UNCTAD, UK PROPOSED THAT LIMITED ACCESS 
MEETINGS QUESTION BE REFERRED TO COMITE ON CONFERENCES, 

AS ACABQ SUGGESTED. SRI LANKA DISTRIBUTED DRAFT DECISION 
WHICH PROVIDED INTER ALIA THAT THE QUESTION OF SERVICING 
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MEETINGS SHOULD BE REFERRED TO UNCTAD. US ASKED WHETHER UK 
AND SRI LANKAN PROPOSALS WERE INCOMPATIBLE AND WHICH HAD 
PRIORITY, AND REPLY WAS DEFERRED TO A SUBSEQUENT MEETING.

5. STATEMENT RE DEATH OF UN STAFF MEMBER CARMELO 
SORIA ESPINOSA- 

ON DEC. 15, UN PRESS SPOKESMAN CONVEYED SYG REJECTION OF 
WASHINGTON POST EDITORIAL WHICH IMPLIED THAT UN HAD NOT 
SUFFICIENTLY PURSUED FACTS CONCERNING DEATH OF MR. CARMELO 
SORIA EXPINOSA LAST SUMMER IN CHILE. SYG HAS REPEATEDLY 
EXPRESSED DEEP CONCERN TO CHILEAN PERMREP, STATED SPOKESMAN, 
AND HAS OFFICIALLY REQUESTED COPY OF AUTOPSY AND APPOINTMENT 
OF SPECIAL INVESTIGATOR. THUS FAR, GOC HAS NOT RESPONDED 
POSITIVELY TO THESE REQUESTS. SPOKESMAN ASSURED CORRESPONDENTS 
THAT SYG WILL CONTINUE TO PURSUE THIS MATTER AND DID NOT THINK 
PUBLICITY WOULD HELP, GIVEN NATURE OF THIS TRAGIC CASE.
